BESIDES, we have first to rebuild 
our northern towns, which have 
suffered far more than the rest of 
the country. So now we aro only 
allowed one room for cach person. 


“There is a strict requisition con- 
trot which can just ploce another 
couplo in your flat, if you occupy 
more room than is allowed. You 
would then have to share your 
kitchen ond also give the new- 
comer some cupboard space.” 


To my surprise, I learnt that Nor- 
way has no-prefabricated houses; 
but many of the flats are very 
modern, with electric cookers, re- 
felgerators,’ ond any ‘amount of 
electrical lobour-saving gadgets. 
The rent {s cheop—ranging from £1 
to £1 10s, a week. 


“What about your food and clothes 
rations?” I enquired. 


“The food situatlon, which was 
very bad, has greatly improved 
during.- tho -last year," Fru..Ottosen 
replied. “Milk is no longer rationed, 
and wo hardly ever have to give 
up coupons for bread, now. We 
get half-o-pound of fat and holf-a- 
pound of sugar a week—but’ ment, 
cheese, and eggs are. very scarce, 
Tea is unrationed, though frighfully, 
expensive—twenty-ono — shillings a 
pound,’ and our weekly  coffeo 
tation is just three ounces, We 
only get a pound-and-a-quarter of 
cheese, and fifteen eggs. But ox- 
pectant mothers like me get priority 
uyns and milk.”" 


Prices High 


Fre Ottosen told mé that there are’ 


plenty of clothes now, and,“al- 
though everything is. rationed, shop- 
keepers -do not always ask for 
coupons. But prices aro very high: 
a ready-made dress costs £12 10s. 
and coats vary from £15 to £20, I 
noticed that Norwegian women 
dress well and simply, and use 
very little make-up. 


Fru Ottosen wos a student .of 
French. before she got marricd, and 
she ig still intending to Minish her 
studies some timo later on.
